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INTRODUCTION 


As a contribution to the Community and to the Historical and Genealogical 
Societies of Kansas, we started preparing this record, We found that there was 
no record as such of the burials in this cemetery; therefore, we believe that 
this may be used as a basis for future records, 


We have checked old plats, deed record books, burial permits, and each 
stone and marker in the cemetery, The material listed is as we found the 
records and we have also visited with many people in the community in order to 
gain additional information, We are positive that the record is not complete 
and we feel that there may be errors although we have done our best to check 
each entry in this record, We have used the spelling of names as they appear 
on the stones as the major criterion when there were differences, 


In compiling the records, we arbitrarily assigned five spaces to each 
lot and started numbering these from left to right or from north to south, In 
assigning space numbers to individual graves, we have used location of stones 
and other physical indications to the best of our ability. We realize that 
some errors may be apparent in this method such as transposition of grave 
locations and instances where the lot has been filled with four equally spaced 
graves. 


We have listed the Original part with its 210 lots first; then the West 
Annex with 2h lots; and last the New, or North Annex, with its 236 lots, 
There are four unnumbered lots in the Original part; one of these marked "X" 
on plat is listed as 5A; one marked "Y" is listed as 105A; one marked "0" 
is listed as 55A; and one marked "00" is listed as 155A, 


We have shown the lot owner after each lot number as our research of 
the available records has shown, In the last column we have listed information 
shown on markers and monuments, When a "half lot" has been sold or transferred, 
we have assigned two grave spaces only to each half unless the fifth space has 
been used, 


The Index of these records shows the lot number on which the name appears, 
either as owner or on grave marker, 


We wish to express our sincere thanks to all those persons who have so 
graciously given their time in helping us with these records, We particularly

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HISTORY 


We believe this cemetery was laid out and used soon after the First 
Church of Christ of Reno Center was organized, The Church was organized in 
December, 1873. The cemetery was under the direction of the Trustees of the 
Church, At this time, the Church and parsonage were located on a tract of 
approximately four acres some distance south of the cemetery on the west 
line of the Southwest Quarter, The first deed on record in the Keno County 
Court House at Hutchinson, Kansas, concerning the land on which the cemetery 
is located was dated July 26, 1879, which covered a tract of approximately 
two acres in the northwest corner of the Southwest Quarter (SW 4) of Section 
Fifteen (15), Township Twenty-four (2), South, Range Seven (7) West, Reno 
County, Kansas. 


The land was deeded to Hugh Ghormley, T. J. Crotts, J, T. McAdams, 
M, C, Bussinger and Elmer Everett, The Board of Trustees of First Church of 
Christ of Reno Center of Reno County, Kansas, and their successors in office, 
This tract was deeded by Samuel Dilley and Belinda Dilley, his wife, to be 
used for a public cemetery, The first recorded plat of Reno Center Cemetery 
was dated December 2), 1883, and surveyed by J. McLean Harsha, and filed in 
Plat Book No. , Part 1, Reno County Court House, Hutchinson, Kansas. 


We believe that after the cemetery was in use that graves from near-by 
"private" cemeteries were moved to this location, We believe that when the 
Methodist Church was moved from the country to the town of Partridge, that 
graves from that cemetery were moved to the Reno Center Cemetery, 


The West Annex, consisting of twenty-four lots immediately west of the 
original layout of lots, was apparently added about 1916, 


The New Annex, or North Annex, was added November 12, 1921, on land 
acquired from Claude W. Puckett and Edna Puckett, his wife, by deed to Reno 
Cemetery Associations; recorded November 26, 1921, in Book 1:7, Page 29, The 
plat for this Annex was prepared by W. He Dunkin and dated September 29, 
1921. 


The cemetery was under supervision of the Church until 1923 when 
Center Township took over maintenance and supervision, The township levies 
a tax now for the maintenance and upkeep of the cemetery, The records are 
kept by the Township Trustee, As shown on deeds now issued for lots, the 
name of the cemetery is Center Township Cemetery,
